The Hartefti ol the World. 


The London Times publishes an ex- 


haustive summary of M. Estenne's an- 
nual review of the harvests of the 
world, issue at Marseilles. As regards 
French -wheat results, it is already 
known that maize is good in tweDtj- 
five departments aud very good in two, 
as against good in seven departments 
only last year. Bye shows a similarly 
favorable condition. In Great Britain 
414 inquiries have been gent to farmers 
asking their opinion on the growing 
crops. The replies, taking 100 as rep- 
resenting an average crop, saow the fol- 
lowing result; Wheat, 92.2. barley, 95.4; 
oats' 105.1; roots, 107.1; potatoes, 96.4, 
This may be conpared with laat year's 
figures, which were as follows: Wheat, 
90; barley, 110; oats, 91): roots, 80; po- 
tatoes, 93. The wheat crop will prob- 
ably be 10,000,000 quarters, for which 
we shall be dependent on the foreign 
supply. Spain is the only country 
whicn reports unfavoicbly. In sum- 
marizing the result the Times says: 
Never during the time since these re- 
ports were colluded has the harvest in 
the Northern Hemisphere been so good 
all around. We usually had to report a 
deficiency, either in Turkish or Amer- 
ican. This year there is absolutely 
none. The worlr* has over an average 
harvest, and with such n harvest the 
year is likely to be one of cheap abun- 
dance.

A Sad Case or Drowiilnfc-. 


Word was received here last Wednes- 


day noon thai John Larcombe and son 
had both been accidental!? drowusd 
while atttuiptiut! to forrt the Truckle 
liver this side o( Verdi. Mr Everett, 
Ihe grocer, of whose wife Mr. Larcombe 
was a second cousin, immediately went 
to Verdi to seek and recover the bodies 
if possible. The circumstances of the 
accident were as follows, as narrated by 
two or three boys who witnessed the oc- 
currence. Mr. Larcombe was driving a 
aeavy two-horse team to the rear of 
which a colt was tied and endeavored to 
cross the river over u ford about twelve 
feet wide. He evidently got too low 
(jowuandoneof the horses slipped off the 
ford into deep wnter carrying the other 
animal and entire team into a very deep 
hole where the water was over fifteen 
4eet deep. 
It is not known whether 


Mr. Larcomba could swim, but it is 
supposed that either in endeavoring to 
save the boy or else from being struck 
ky the struggling horsas he lost his life. 
Mr. Everett benrchod the river all Wed- 
nesday afternoon, bnt couUl not find 
the bodies; and Constable Avery also 
went np with as little success.

day morning Undertaker Sunders, with 
quite a number of other purlieu, went 
up to Vordi with the hope uf recovering 
the corpses. 


Mr. Larcombe was about forty-five 


years of a^a, an old resident of the 
county, and wan respected by all. He 
owned a ranch about seven miles from 
Beno, and having lately bought or 
•«sej s>ina lnui near Vor di, was build- 
ing a dam to conduct water to it. He 
leaves a wi.'e and one boy aged two 
years, the boy drowned having been 
about seven years of ag3.
